5. The following “dliirve aa highlights of EBUSHGER'a statements and views 
involving the Defense establishment, its intelligence and ZIPPKH : 



a. ISO 3 tm attire - still very muoh an unresolved problem at this time 
and complicated through the personal ambitions of Minister STRAUSS. The present 
volunteer legislation expires in Karoh of 1956 and by that tins HEUSUGER feels 
the 180 issue will be solved* 



b. Command - a point under serious debate and olearly a political is- 
sue is the command TiS Chief of Staff oonoept to be employed in the German de- 
fense establishment. For the Ini tial period the politicians are apparently 
winning out a nd establishing HHJSHOEB as Chief of Staff of the Combined Forces. 
Gen eral OW EHELL ie unlikely to play a role. There will be no commander senior 
to umURMR end consequently no strong chain of eommand. In this oonneotion 
another unresolved problem is determining to whom e oorps oonaander should be 
subordinate during peaae time - i.e., Defense Minister or Chief of Staff. 
HSUSHQER's deputy 18 MaJ. On. LBGEUR and his Chief of Staff is Colonel FETT. 

o. Attagha System - hes undergone a major reorganisation. Military 
Attaches are a reaponaibliity of 0-3 rather than G-2; they will not be free 
agents abroad as previously; Attaches must be junior in age and rank to the 
Ambassador; Attaches are permitted no consnnieatien channel of their own; all 
dispatches, cables, ate., most be acknowledged and initialled by the Aafeaesador. 
If the latter disaents he ieobliged to send a report forward with his dissent- 
ing remarks; two co pies a re made of Attache reports, one goee imm ediately to the 
Fbrelgn Office. (WBOK is certainly gnashing his teeth). HED8HQHI re quires 
threw Attaohee imnsdiately - one sash for Washington, London and Ankara. HBUUR 
does not ooms into consideration ftr an Attaehe position in view of high rank, 
according to HEDSIBOBt. 

d. Intelligence - A combined Army-Iavy-Air 0-2 group wi ll b e eeteblidied 
at Dafensa Departamnt level, Amy will fUraieh th e sen ior man. QROUHAM has 
been mentioned as possibly heading this position. HEU8HUR has disoassed with 
UTnilT his requirement fbr three 0-2 officers and haa asked for renn—ndatlona* 
One 0-2 fbr Defense, one for 0-2 staff SAFI; one for 0-2 staff Fbreee Central 
Europe (JUUf), 



e. ZIPPER - HBJSSKHB mentioned that ZIPPER haa not squarely faced 
up to the problem of how they plan on absorbing or integrating the number of 
high ranking generals Into UPS WHO. Be views this as a very serious difficulty 
confronting ZIPPER and sees no solution in many oases other than dropping a 
number of these senior type s. Among others he mentioned WlHtSBI, «OEHD, 
RMEREER and (W0LU1AI. HBUSHQBR ie equally convinced that UTHITT will never be 
able to obtain enough senior civil service (Be eater) slots to take care of the 
old war horses.
